Britain’s naval units cf the 
Mediterranean again struck 
deadly blows at the 'Italian fleet 
over the week-end, damaging a 
large 35,000 ton battleship, two 
cruisers twoor three destroyers 
sunk and other smaller craft 
sunk or damaged, and then the 
British steamed back into port 
without the loss of a single sur¬ 
face craft or any men. It was 
r. glorious day for the sea dogs 
and shows that the same spirit 
that immortalized Nelson, Well¬ 
ington, Drake Kitchener and ot¬ 
her British officials cf the past 
is with the modern fighters of 
the British forces on land and 
sea. 

Aided by the fleet air arm, 
whose airplanes spotted the It¬ 
alian units and then by bombing 
the big 35,000 ton ship slowed 
it down to about half its speed 
and gave the British fleet a 
chance to catch up. They sailed 
in and with broadsides from 
their fiftsiein inch guns, they 
raked the enemy ships. 'It is re¬ 
ported that after the British 
ships felt they had done their 
day’s work and had turned home 
the bewildered Italians were fir 
ing at each other, thinking they 
were fighting the enemy. The 
British picked up some surviv¬ 
ors, but bombers of the Nazi 
forces harassed them until they 
had to stop so they wirelessed 
Italian officials to go out and 
pick up their survivors and 
went back into port to rest. 
Next day thousands of British 
seamen bowed their heads in 
prayer and thanks to the Sup¬ 
reme Admiral for Jlis protect¬ 
ion and for their success.

Cereal Varieties 

Ten different varieties of hard red 
spring wheat are officially recom¬ 
mended for use in various parts of 
the prairie provinces. As a result of 
extensive experimental work, it is 
known fairly well to what conditions 
each variety is adapted. In each of 
the three provinces, a Cereal Variety 
Zonalion Committee is responsible 
for making official recommendations 
as to the varieties which should be 
grown in each district. These recom¬ 
mendations should be used as a 
general guide in making a choice. It 
is, of course, recognized that there 
are local districts to which VATletU 
not officially recommended may bo 
well adapted. However, it is wise to 
follow the official advice unless there 
is a very good reason for not doing so. 

Seven varieties of oats, eleven of 
barley and three of flax are to be 
found on the recommended lists. 

In older to assist government in¬ 
stitutions in making the necessary 
information readily available to far¬ 
mers, all grain buyers of Line 
Elevator Companies associated with 
the Agricultural Department have 
been provided with printed copies oi 
cereal variety recommendations. 

In order to secure maximum re¬ 
turns, it is necessary to use pure seed 
of the right variety.
